The  note  shows  a common  layout  for  this  Palestine  Currency  Board  issue  with  a larger  format.  The  TDLR  produced  design  is  detailed 
and  precise,  a trait  the  printing  company  is  well  known  for.  A vignette  of  the  Tower  at  Ramieh  is  at  left  with  a circular  geometric  device 
at  right  which  houses  the  watermark.  Pale  brown  central  guilloche  on  a light  green  under-print  with  black  obligation,  denomination  and 
bank  name.  Triple  signature  at  lower  center  of  Leslie  Couper,  Sir  Percy  Ezchiel  and  A.J.Harding.  Back  design  shows  with  heavy  geometric 
lathe  work  throughout  with  denominations  at  upper  left  and  right  and  lower  center.  Circular  central  vignette  of  the  Citadel  of  Jerusalem 
with  the  tower  of  David  at  center. 

The  quality  is  quite  terrific  as  expected  of  a note  in  specimen  guise.  Noticed  with  inks  as  sharp  as  the  day  they  were  laid  to  the  paper  and 
lovely  color  throughout.  Solid  zero  serial  numbers  of  AOOOOOO  at  lower  left  and  upper  right  and  perforated  “CANCELLED,”  at  lower 
center.  Close  inspection  reveals  nice  embossing  of  the  central  text  which  solidifies  the  originality  of  the  item.  A very  light  tone  at  the 
extreme  borders  and  is  mentioned  for  accuracy  but  does  not  distract  the  printing.  Petty  handling  and  a corner  tip  fold  are  all  that  prevent 
an  Uncirculated  assessment.  A classic  extreme  rarity  that  should  merit  considerable  interest.
